THE DRAWING ROOM 

was exceptionally large and more than 
ordinarily good-humored. Society has 
also enjoyed being present at or reading 
about a number ol political evening par- 
ties which have been largely attended 
the past week, and, it may he said, re- 
sembled ihe middle of Ihe season instead 
of the beginning. 

Although the Prince of Wales, who is 
yachting in the Mediterranean, is away 
and the Queen is also in the South of 
France, the Princess of Wales and her 
daughters, Princesses Victoria and 
Maud, with the hitter's fiance, Prince 
Charles of Denmark, the Duke and 
Duchess of York, the Duke and Duchess 
of Saxe-Cobourg and several other visit- 
ing German royalties are in town, all 
apparently indefatigable in the search 
for amusements of many and various de- 
scriptions. They have visited the horse 
shows, art galleries, museums, etc., and 
are still trotting around. Possibly the 
most interesting feature of the drawing- 
room was the introduction of Prince 
" Karl," as Prince Charles of Denmark 
is generally termed, with the Princess 
Maud, to court circles. The ceremony 
took place in the throne room, and ii 
was easy to see that the Princess of 
Wales was very proud of the young 
couple, so much so, that, driving from 
Marlborough House to Buckingham 
Palace, the Princess gave " Karl " and 
" Harry " the place of honor in her car- 
riage in order that the happy pair might 
be seen by the great crowds of people 
lining the hall. 

THE QUEEN. 

The departure of the Queen on Mon- 
day for the south of France has drawn 
forth a pathetic account of the increas- 
ing feebleness of her majesty. It is said 
she is evidently grieving greatly at the 
loss of Prince Henry of Hat ten berg, who 
was never tired of waiting upon his 
mother-in-law, and who no doubt had a 
sincere love for the aged sovereign. In 
view of the state of Her Majesty's 
health much of the usual state was 
abandoned, and she was carefully 
wheeled on board the royal yacht in a 
specially constructed chair. Upon ar- 
riving at Cherbourg there was a dense 
fog, which did not tend to improve the 
Queen's condition. The gangways, it 
was noticed, were decked with black and 
white Hags, and bv Her Majesty's com- 
mand all the floral and other decorations 
were removed, and so she was escorted 
ashore,.-! pathetic picture of woe, the 
almost heart-broken woman mourning 
the dead and seeming to take but little 
interest in her surroundings. As a 
mark of respect to the Queen the band- 
master ol one of the French infantry 
regiments in garrison at Cherbourg com- 
posed a piece in her honor, but she 
would not allow it to be played, though 
she did not forget the bandmaster's 
thoughtfulness, as a nice little present, 
taken to him by one of the gentlemen in 
waiting, testified. 

BRITISH POLITICS. 

The eyes of statesmen in this country, 
and, for thai matter, of the whole of 
Europe, have been turned towards 
Berlin during neatly the whole week. 
There, it is believed, the Dreihund has 
been sol id i lied and improved by a better 
undeistanding with Great Biitain, and 
to the great relief of King Humbert, 
Italy, whose throne was undoubtedly 
shaken by the defeat of the Italian army 
under General Baratieri, at the battle of 
Adowa. 

The sensation of the week in domestic 
politics here has been the outspoken op- 
position headed by that of the Times to 
the government's proposal to allow the 
Duke of Cambridge a large pension in 
addition to the €1-1,000, which he already 
draws as a Royal Duke and honorary 
colonel of the guard. D. is a proposi- 
tion which, as has already been pointed 
out, is directly contrary to the promise 
made by the conservative leader, Mr. 
A. J. Balfour, after the Liberals were 
defeated, and a question which promises 
to cause some very lively debating in '.he 
House of Commons, especially as it is 
still asserted that powerful royal influ- 
ence has been brought to bear, causing 
Mr. Balfour to change his mind. In 
fact, it is doubtful if the government, 
even with its big majority, can carry the 
motion. 

THE AMEER or AFGHANISTAN 

seems to have been pleased at the re- 
ceptions accorded here to his second son, 
Nnzrullnh Khan for he is sending the 
Queen £120,000 worth of gifts in charge 
of a special envoy. 

Tho Duchess of Marlborough (formerly 
Miss Vanderbilti did not attend the 
Queen's drawing room, although it was 
announced she would do so. Instead 
the young Duchess remained in Paris 
where she and her husband were the 



guests of the Martinis of Duffer in, the 
British ambassador, and wdtero the 
Duchess was one of the guests invited to 
meet the Prince of Wales at luncheon on 
his way to the Riviera. The Duchess of 
Marlborough has a young Nubian as her 
personal attendant, a iiving souvenir 
of the recent visit of the 
Duke and Duchess to Egypt. The 
Nubian sleeps outside tho bedroom of 
the Duchess at night. He attracts con- 
siderable attention, even in Paris where 
colored attendants tire not rare. 

St. Paul's cathedral, after having been 
given tho very cold shoulder by royalty 
and aristocracy for long past, is again 
becoming fashionable. The Princess of 
Wales, on Sunday, occupied the Dean's 
pew, and the Duchess of York during 
the afternoon service on Sunday was in 
the choir. Among those present were 
the U. S. ambassadi r, Mr. Thomas F. 
Bayard and Lord and Lady Wolsely, 
who prior to the service had been in the 
rVmen corner hearing the choir sing 
glees. 

The system of privately educating the 
princes of the Royal family has been 
abandoned by the Queen, who is the 
supreme authority in such matter 
Prince Arthur of Connaught is at sch'o 
near Farnborough, and tho princes of 
Albany and Alexander of Battenberg 
are going to Lyndhurst after Easter. 

SPORTING MATTERS. 

The bicycle boom is increasing in vol- 
ume in Great Britain, and the leading 
English firms are already completely 
blocked with orders. Two American 
linns, who have started doing business 
in London, with a large stock of wheels, 
are reaping a harvest. The indication is 
that this boom will cause a question to 
be asked in the House of Commons. It 
appears that carriages and riders in 
hyde I'ark have been interfering with 
the bikers of Rotten Row and the 
friends of the " bike" tire desirous of 
having that strip of ground railed off for 
the exclusive use of wheel riders. The 
House of Commons will also be asked to 
have a portion of St. .lames Park set 
apart for wheelmen. With members of 
the House of Commons "biking'' to 
Westminster, cabinet ministers being 
seen daily on the wheel, such conces- 
sions are likely to bo promptly granted. 

Mr. J. F. Cooper, secretary of the 
Henley regatta committee, has received 
an official notification from President 
Si hour, of the Yale rowing club, an- 
nouncing the entry ot a crew from that 
university in this year's competition at 
Henley. The news of the coming of the 
Americans has given t he greatest satis- 
faction to all the regatta officials and 
Henleyites in general. The hotels are 
already preparing for unusual crowds 
and many rooms have been booked. 
Only a few Americans, however, have 
applied for accommodation up to date, 
hut this is probably because there has 
been considerable' uncertainty as to 
whether the men from Yale would visit 
these shores during 1890. 

The announced intention of Sir George 
Newnes, the well known newspaper pro- 
prietor, to challenge for the America 
cup, is not regarded seriously among 
yachtsmen here, as it is not believed he 
will be able to get any leading club to 
hack his challenge. He was recently 
entered a member of the London Yacht 
Club, but the sentiment of thatorganiza- 
tion is decidedly averse to any challenge 
for the America cup, especially from a 
new member who is not a yachtsman.

SUNDAY IN THE ART GALLERIES, 

The decision arrived at by parliament 
this week to allow the ripening of mu- 
seums and art galleries on Sundays has 
offered delight to the majority of people 
and indicates the rapid change in public 
sentiment on the subject. 1 1 is only ten 
years ago that parliament rejected a sim- 
ilar motion by a crushing majority and 
its action was upheld in most quarters, 
hut the determination to open the Brit- 
ish and Kensington museums, the Na- 
tional gallery, etc., on Sundays is now- 
received with a general commendation 
that would seem to indicate the passing 
away of the stern conservatism which 
has been a feature of the British char- 
acter for generations. 

BIMETALLIC LEAGUE. 

Speaking of the proposed plan of the 
bimetallic league, to bring a motion be- 
fore parliament favoring bimetallism, 
Sir John Lubbock saidtoa representative 
of the Associated Press: "The bimetal- 
lists have always declined to commit 
themselves to any ratio. But the obvi- 
ous results of a change would, to a great 
extent, depend on the ratio which was 
adopted. At present, roughly speaking, 
gold has more than thirty times the 
value of silver. There some bimetallista 
who would insist on theratios approach- 
ing market values. For practical pur- 
poses, however, we may tit once dismiss 
such an idea. In France legal ratio is 
still lo 1 ; to 1, and no French authority 
has shown any disposition to accept any 
material change. America would, 1 be- 
lieve, taken similar view. Practically, 
then, bimetallism means the ratio of 15 
or 10 to 1. That is, foreign countries 
should be permitted to send us anyquan- 
titv of Bilver at double t he present price. 
The bimetallists tell us that if there 
were any practical probability ol the ad- 
option of bimetallism the value of silver 
would rapidly rise. 1 doubi,, however, 
that this would he the result. We 
should rather, I think, see a great stim- 
ulus given to the silver mines, a great 
increase in the production of silver, and 
all creditors would do their best to call 
in their debts while they could still claim 
payment, in gold. 

It is announced that Prof. Koch will 
shortly publish his latest discoveries in 
using tuberculosis against consumption.

Rosslakd, via Spokane, March 14. — 
(Special) — One of the most disastrous 
accidents in the history of British Col- 
umbia precious metal mining occurred 
at the Centre Star mine here this after- 
norm. As a result of the explosion of 
two boxes of giant powder, four men are 
dead and two more are so seriously hurt 
that they will probably die. 

Two boxes of gunpowder were being 
thawed out in hot water. The only man 
who knows how it became ignited lies 
at, the point of death in the hospital. 
He came running out of the tunnel, 
crying " the powder is on fire," but be- 
fore be could reach a place of safety the 
explosion occurred. Eight men were 
working in the mine and only two es- 
caped death or Berious injury: The 
dead are : 
Thomas Gibbons, married. 
Mike Ravigan, single. 
Joseph Dolan, single. 
Daniel Lynch, single. 
The injured are : 

I'M. Shanahan, single ; not expected to 
live; and Mike Brooks, single. 

M. McClements and Collins are the 
two who escaped. 

The air pipes from the compressor 
were torn out at the place of the explo- 
sion, and it was nearly an hour before 
the mine could be cleared of gases so 
that men could go to the rescue. 

Gibbons ami Lynch were dead before 
aid reached them, evidently having been 
killed by concussion. Ravigan, Mc- 
Clements and Dolan were asphyxiated. 
Shanahnn's lite is despaired of, and the 
last rites of the church have been ad- 
ministered. 

The whole town is in gloom to-night.

London Snow Bound. 

London, March 14.— -The country roads 
leading into the city are almost impassa- 
ble in many places owing to the snow, 
which in some cases has drifted many 
feet, high. Very little produce or wood 
has come to the city since Tuesday, and 
farmers have come through with great 
difficulty.

C. Potts 
a committee to take up the matter with 
the government and make the best pos- 
sible arrangements tor securing about 
1,500 bushels of (lax. seed for the sowing 
of about 8,000 acres. 

That the attention of the government 
bo called to their past correspondence 
relating to the appointment of a provin- 
cial policeman in Mission City; and 
that they he requested to locate one here 
nt the earliest possible date. 

That the secretary of this hoard write 
to Hon. .1. H. Turner, and congratulate 
him upon the stand he has taken in re- 
gard to the demands made by tho British 
Pacific syndicate, and assure him of this 
board's united and continuous support 
in his opposition to such demands ; ami

Airectiiii? -Mines. 



Resolutions Adopted and Forwarded 
to the bocal Members and 
the Press. 



Barkerville, March B. — At a meeting 
of free miners held at Barkerville, March 
3, eighty-two being present, the follow- 
ing resolution was passed, there being 
one dissenting voice: 

Whereas we learn with dismay that a 
bill ( No. -JS) is now before your honor- 
able body, which proposes a tax of two 
(L') per cent, on the gross output of the 
mines, both quartz and placer; and 

Whereas we believe said tax would be 
detrimental, if not ruinous, to the min- 
ing industry, and consequently to the 
best interests of the province at huge; 
and 

Whereas the miners as a class are 
already bearing more than their fair 
share of taxation ; therefore bo it 

Resolved that we pray your honorable 
body to strikeout all "that part of bill 
No. 48 relating to the taxing of the gross 
output of the mines; and moreover that 
we are diametrically opposed to the fur- 
ther taxation of miners or the mining 
industry; and furthermore be it

resolutions passed at a meeting of free 
miners held at Stanley, B.C., on Satur- 
day, 29th February, ultimo, be and are 
hereby fully endorsed by this meeting. 
Resolved that a copy of the proceedings 
of this meeting be telegraphed immed- 
iately to the Honorable the Speaker of 
the House of Representatives, also a 
copy to follow by mail ; and at the same 
time a copy to be mailed to each of the 
representatives of Cariboo district, and 
the same to he transmitted to the two 
leading papers of Victoria for publica- 
tion,

Stanley, March ti. — A meeting was 
called at Stanley on Saturday, February 
29, to discuss the new assessment bill as 
relating to mines. A cony of the new- 
bill was read and the meeting to a man 
strongly condemned any such imposi- 
tion on an al ready overtaxed calling. 
The crippling effect on incoming capital 
was pointed out, besides the injustice to 
those who have already invested large 
sums without returns so far. 

After some discussion the following re- 
solutions were drawn up by a commit tee 
appointed at the meeting, and passed 
unanimously :

Authorizing the Corporation oE the City 
of Victoria to Borrow the sum of 
$120,000 in anticipation of the re- 
ceipt of its revenue for the year 1390. 

Whereas by virtue of the " Municipal Act, 
1892," tuid amending Acts, every Municipality 
may, under tho conditions contained therein, 
oorrow from any person such sum of money, 
not exceeding nn amount equal to the total 
amount of taxes upon land or real property, as 
shown by the revised assessment roll of the 
Municipality for the year 18'X>, and hearing 
such rate of interest ns may be requisite, to 
meet the current ler,al expenditure of the Cor- 
poration which becomes payable out of the 
an.niul revenue before the revenue for the year 
becomes payable by the taxpayers: 

And whereas the total amount of taxes upon 
land nnd Improvements or real property, as 
shown by the revised assessment roll of the 
Municipality ol the City of Victoria for the year 

1895, was J262.519.03: 

And whereas to meet the current legal ex- 
penditure of the Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria for the year 1806 payable out of the annual 
revenue beiorc such revenue for such year be- 
comes payable by the taxpayers, it la requisite 
fur the said Corporation to borrow a sum of 
money not exceeding ?l'J0,0OO: 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the Cor- 
poration of the c;i[y of Victoria enacts as fol- 
lows: — 

See. 1. It shall be lawful for the Corporation 
of the City of Victoria, by the Mayor and the 
Einaiice Comuiitlee thereof, to borrow upon the

1896, out of the municipal revenue for the said 
year. 

Sec. 3. The amount so borrowed, and interest 
thereon, ahnll be a liability of the said Corpor- 
ation payable out of the municipal revenue for 
the current year, 1896, and the form of obliga-

— From present ap- 
pearances the remedial bill will not 
leaeh its .second reading until about the 
16th or 16th inst. The general impres- 
sion has been this week that the division 
hells would be ringing by Thursday or 
Friday of the coming week, but a change 
Bceiua to have come over the politicians, 
dream. What this change is the next 
two or three weeks will clearly indicate. 
When the debate on the second reading 
commenced it seemed its if we were go- 
ing to have lengthy sittings every day. 
The government's policy was to be one 
of dispatch.

1 
am informed that when Sir Donald 
Smith and Mr. Green way bail their 
conference two weeks ago the Man- 
itoba premier intimated if the remedial 
bill passed its second reading, that that 
would bo a guarantee to him that tin 
measure would likelv become law, and 
rather than that the powers of the prov 
ilice in regard to education should b 
taken away, he himself would prefe 
that the legislature should p:iss an act 
instead of the Dominion parliament 
The Manitoba legislature is now in ses 
sion and Mr. Greenway and the mem 
hers of his government cannot wel 
leave Winnipeg at this juncture. Di 
about ten days or so the Manitoba legis- 
lature will have concluded its business 
or else adjourned for a few weeks. Messrs 
Greenway and Sifton will then be free to 
visit Ottawa and once I hey are here it 
would not surprise mo if. through the 
kindly intervention of Sir Donald Smith, 
a middle way of compromise were 
reached.

THE YUKON TRADE. 

Are British Columbia merchants doing 
what they can to obtain a fair shave of 
the Yukon trade? We see that miners 
are pouring in to Alaska. A Spokane paper 
says that " the steamboats to Alaska are 
erowded. Additional means of trans- 
portation are being provided. Judged 
by other movements of a similar charac- 
ter, advice will be wasted as to who 
should and who should not go to the 
North country, hoping to better their 
condition by so doing." We are also in- 
formed that there are to-day in Seattle 
four steamship3 and three sailing ves- 
sels leading for the Yukon country. This 
means no inconsiderable amount of 
trade, and there is no reason in the 
world why the Americans should mon- 
opolize the whole of it. British goods 
can be conveyed to the Yukon gold 
fields quite as readily, and perhaps to 
greater advantage, than American goods. 
Our representatives in Ottawa are, wo 
see, exerting themselves to obtain for 
British Columbia merchants anil miners 
greater facilities of transport to that land 
of gold. But it is not well to depend too 
much on government assistance. The 
gods help those who help themselves, 
and the same may be said of govern- 
ments, tf our merchants do not exert 
themselves to get a share of the Yukon 
trade, it is of very little consequence 
what the Government may do. On the 
other hand if they rustle and secure a 
share of it independently of government, 
then any help they may get will be so 
much to the good. The Yukon country 
presents a favorable opening for British 
Columbia trade. What is being done to 
make that openingavailable? 



THE LAW RESPECTED. 

Americans who live in the British Co- 
lumbia mining districts and have in- 
vested money in mining enterprises 
are delighted to find that they have come 
to a country in which the law is re- 
pected and enforced. On this side of 
the national boundary line miners and 
mining camp followers seem to have 
dropped their lawless habits and predi- 
lections almost without an effort. No 
one, even in a saloon, attempts to settle 
a dispute with a revolver, and at the 
mines the miners from the neighboring 
states seem gladly to have adopted 
the quiet and peaceable ways of 
British Columbians. Either the force 
of example has had a quieting 
effect on them, or the air of British Co- 
lumbia is soothing lo their nerves. 
Whatever the cause mining-camps and 
mining towns in British Columbia, as 
far as respect for the law goes, afford a 
pleasing contrast to mining camps and 
mining towns south of the boundary 
line. 

This state of things is pleasant both 
for the miners and the mine owners. 
After all, the disorderly persons in any 
community are very much in the 
minority. Men in general, whether 
they work in mines or on farms, like to 
lead quiet lives. And the greater num- 
ber of them would, if they were let 
alone, be peaceful and orderly. But 
wherever considerable numbers of 
men are congregated there are 
always a few unquiet spirits who 
love to aggravate discontent and to cre- 
ate disorder. The example of these men 
is most pernicious. If allowed to have 
their way they will soon transform a 
peaceable and orderly camp into a quar- 
relsome and disorderly community in 
which no one feels safe even when armed 
to the teeth. 

The duty of the officers of justice is to 
keep down the lawless minority with a! 
strong hand and promptly stamp out the j 
very beginnings of lawlessness. If this, 
is done good order and respect fur law 
will be established and the rowdies and 
reckless characters themselves will in 
time see ami appreciate the advanttlg s. 
of the change. The fact that American 
visitors and immigrants are loud 
in their praise of the quiet and 
order-loving character of the mining 
communities in this province shows that 
they appreciate the advantage of having '• 
good laws strictly enforced. j 

It is to be hoped that the Government 
of the Province will take measures to 
have the law observed in the mining dis- 
tricts. It will be more difficult to do 
this in the future than it has been in 
the past, for with the increased immi- 
gration the number of reckless men in 
those districts will be increased. The 
beginnings of disorder can be easily put 
down, and disorder should never be al- 
lowed to get beyond a beginning. ft 

It is impossible to overestimate 
the advantage of having the mining 
areas of the province inhabited by a 
peaceable and law-abiding population. 
Capitalists will greatly prefer to invest 
their money in a country where life and 
property are perfectly secure. If British 
Columbia, then maintains, the character 
she has gained as a law-abiding country 
it is quite certain that the mineral re- 
sources which she possesses will he more 
speedily and more thoroughly developed 
than if she became noted abroad for 
violence and disorder. As we all know, 
it is much easier to keep a country in 
which law is respected and obeyed quiet 
and orderly, than to restore respect forlaw 
and order in a community which has 
become lawless and disorderly. British 
Columbia has now a good character m 
this regard and it should be the deter- 



TIIE AMENITIES OF POLITICS. 

It is edifying to observe the liberal 
and appreciative way in which English 
journals notice opponents who are 
worthy of admiration ami respect. Con- 
servative newspapers often speak not 
only respectfully but admiringly of 
Liberal public men who by the exercise 
of their ability have become eminent, 
and Liberal journals are not slow in coin- 
mending what is commendable in the 
utterances and the conduct of Conserva- 
tive statesmen. 

The Times could hardly be expected 
to rejoice in the return to Parliament of 
a gentleman who was a member of the 
Gladstone administration and a zealous 
Home Ruler besides. But it hails the 
election of Mr. Morley with great cor- 
diality, when the election of that staunch 
Liberal meant the defeat of 
an ardent Unionist. In an article on 
the bye-elections it said : 

Mr. John Morley has been returned, 
as was generally anticipated, by an in- 
creased majority for the Montrose 
Burghs, and Sir Francis Evans has re- 
captured Southampton for the Radicals. 
From the outset we gladly recognized 
the fact that Mr. Morley 's personal 
claims were far higher than those of any 
ordinary candidate, whether Radical or 
Unionist. The House of Commons under 
the conditions created by the develop- 
ment of modern democracy, can ill afford 
to lose any element that contributes to 
the thoughtful consideration of political 
questions as distinguished from the 
mere counting of heads by party Whips. 
We have not the good fortune to agree 
very often with Mr. Morley, but 
we recognise with satisfaction that 
in bis speeches he always makes 
an attempt, at all events, to reason out 
the issue, and gives those whose business 
it is to criticise him somethingmore sub- 
stantial to deal with than ttie common- 
place catch- words of party. Scottish 
constituencies, to do them justice, have 
always shown a liking for intellectual 
distinction. The electors of Montrose 
Burghs have followed a healthy and 
creditable tradition in giving Mr. Morley 
the largest majority recorded in the con- 
stituency. 

Here we have what is to be supposed 
to be the chief Government organ com- 
plimenting not only a newly elected op- 
ponent but also the constituency that re- 
turned him. This would lie considered 
by Canadian partizans, of both parties, 
the climax of political quixotism, de- 
serving of both ridicule and censure. 
But we venture to say that there has not 
been a Conservative newspaper in the 
Three Kingdoms that found fault with 
the way in which the Times hailed the 
return of Mr. Morley and commended 
the constituency that elected him.

The Senators are now showing 
I signs of returning sanity and seem 
anxious to undo the mischief they Jiavo 
been lately trying so hard to do. 
This is part of what the Seattle Times 
has said about the latest action of the 
Senate with respect to their recognition 
of the belligerency of the Cuban in- 
surgents : 

After yesterday's performance the Sen- 
ate of the United States had better find 
some convenient basin and put its head 
to soak. If ever a body crawled out of 
the little end of a horn this once honor- 
able body is doing so. Sherman, who 
last week was prepared tn sniasii Spain 
into a million fragments, now is anxious 
only tn do nothing which will compel 
the" President to act. He wants the 
Congress of the United States to pose 
before the world as a collection of blat- 
ant demagogues, who would not for a 
moment have any one believe that they 
mean what they say. 

Oh the shame and pity of it all! For 

1 weeks the Cuban insurgents have been 
encouraged by the hope that congress 
was about to take some action which 

'would strengthen their cause, and 
they get is words, words, words. A lot 
of old fishwives yammering over some 
real or imaginary grievance is a more 
honorable spectacle than the senate of 
this great nation spending many days of 
the people's time excitinu baneful pre- 
judices at home, creating distrust abroad, 
provoking animosity in Spain and ex- 
citing false hopes in Cuba. The senate 
has nothing for Cuba but sympathy, and 
that has a string to it. livery one has 
heard of the bully who cries out to his 
restraining friends, " Let. me -at him !"

UNITED STATES FINANCE. 

The financial condition of the United 
Slates is improving, but not very rap- 
idly. As might have been expected, as 
it has been iesuing gold bonds, the 
national debt has increased, it now 
amounts to $1,768,325,752. This repre- 
sents a net increase for the month of 
over $71,000,000. The amount of gold 
in the Treasury on the 1st of March was 
$167,095,998, The. amount of silver at 
that date was $507,205,-JliO. The avail- 
able dash balance amounted to $202,707,- 
O0(>, which represented an increase of 
$91,115,228 for the month. Bradstreet's 
of the 7tli inst. saya : 

For the eight months of the liscal year 
ending with February the total receipts 
of the government, amounted to $224,- 
608,690, which represents an increase 
of over $14,000,001) ae compared with 
the corresponding period of the 
preceding fiscal year. The re- 
ceipts for customs show the largest 
increase, over $13,000,000, and miscel- 
laneous receipts showed an increase of 
not far from $2,000,000, while receipts 
f'-otn internal revenue showed a slight 
falling ofl, a little over $1,200,000. The 
expenditures for the period under re- 
viow amounted to $242,085,548, which 
represents a decrease of over $5,000,000 
as compared with the corresponding

BRITISH PACIFIC RAILWAY. 

Action of the Provincial Government En- 
dorsed by n Meeting of West- 
minster's Citizens. 

New Westminster, March 14.- — 
(Special) — In pursuance of a petition 
Mayor Slides called a meeting of the 
citizens of Westminster, to be held this 
evening for the purpose of expressing an 
opinion in regard to the British Pacific 
railway. Mayor Shiles presided, The 
meeting was well attended and very re- 
presentative. The following resolution 
was submitted and adopted ; 

Moved by 1). S. Curtis, and seconded 
by J. 0. Brown: Whereas a return has 
been laid before the Legislative As- 
sembly of British Columbia containing 
copies of the correspondence between 
the government and the promoters of 
the British Pacific railway, and it ap- 
pears from the correspondence that the 
proposals of the said company, 
if accepted, would impose upon 
the province very serious finan- 
cial obligations, and the prospective nil- 
vantages to be derived by the province 
from the operation of the said railway 
are, to some extent, problematical, and 
the guarantees of the company are un- 
satisfactory, and the present debt of the 
province is very large in comparison 
with the present revenue, and in ad- 
dition to the present debt the obliga- 
tions proposed to be assumed under the 
scheme submitted by the said company 
would seriously afl'ect the credit of the 
province and largely increase the taxes ; 
Resolved that this meeting, while re- 
fraining from expressing an opinion as 
to the advisability of granting aid to the 
proposed railway under other conditions 
and circumstances, is strongly of opinion 
that the proposals now before the gov- 
ernment ought not to be entertained, 
and approves of the action of the gov- 
ernment in rejecting them.

Tho first annual meeting of the 
Friendly Help Association was held at 
the rooms of the society in the Public 
Market building yesterday afternoon, 
with a large and representative attend- 
ance from tho various districts inter- 
ested in the association's work. Capt. 
J. D. Warren was present as tho repre- 
sentative of the B. C. Benevolent society, 
with which the Friendly Help is expect- 
ed to " co-operate in future, and in the 
course of a brief address highly com- 
mended the system adopted by tho 
ladies' society, holding it to be eminently 
practical and capable of producing uni- 
formly good results. 

Mrs. Baker, the president, in review- 
ing the work of the initial year thus ad- 
dressed the members of the society: 

Ladies, I hope on this the first annual 
meeting of our Friendly Help commit- 
tee we shall be able to present a suf- 
ficiently satisfactory record to recom- 
pense yon somewhat for the time and ef- 
fort which you have so willingly and 
generously given to the cause during the 
past year, in visiting our poor families, 
attending at these rooms and collecting 
money on our monthly cards. Mad it 
not been for your patience and perse- 
vearnce, we might in our early days 
have been tempted to sink under the 
discouragement of want of funds anil 
other disheartening influences; but we 
have weathered these difficulties by your 
help and largely through tho energy and 
ability of our invaluable secretary, to 
whom all our thanks are due. 

My own greatest triumph in our suc- 
cess comes from tho fact that our im- 
proved finances owe nothing to adven- 
titious aid from entertainments or 

amusements of any sort, and those of us ; - . 
here who belong to the confraternity of , "<•'"» cleaning, blinds and expres

G. The secretary or an officer from 
each society shall examine tho relief 
hooks of the other at least once- every 
month, and shall have access to the 
same at all convenient times, and the 
secretary of each society to furnish the 
other with a list of persons relieved. 

We are now nearer the Woman's 
Council's original idea of associated 
charities, and we hope in tho coming 
year to do better work, as the Benevo- 
lent Society, the relief committee of the 
Y.W.C.A. "and the Salvation Army all 
work with us; tho latter suggested that 
we send names to them of persons need- 
ing employment, as they have many 
applications for workers. " We also send 
all single men to them and only help 
such as bring an order from the Army. 
The money collected by the cards was 
intended for expenses, but thanks to the 
kindness of the Mayor, our room, fuel and 
light are given us "gratuitously, and the 
ladies kindly giving their time in taking 
charge of the room it has been unneces- 
sary to hire a caretaker. Many thanks 
are due to the Colonist anil Times, wdio 
have always inserted notices and ap- 
peals for help free of charge. The pro- 
vincial government and the city have 
both contributed to our funds, and 1 am 
sure they will continue to do so if they 
see we investigate thoroughly and apply 
relief judicially. The SouthPark school 
children gave us a most liberal donation 
at Christmas time, and friends have al- 
ways responded when we were in great 
need of special help.

The entire management of the 
association is vested in a committee con- 
sisting of two representatives from each 
church in the city, and of members of 
the sub-executive of the Local Council. 
This committee has met the first Tues- 
day in every month at 10:30 o'clock. 
The ollieers are a president (the presid- 1 \ s i :U k1 
ing officer of the council), a vice-pre- 
sident, secretary and treasurer. It aims 
to investigate all destitute cases, and to 
do this the city is divided into twenty- 
seven districts, and each district is given 
to one or two ladies, who, when cases 
are reported, go and visit them, find out 
if they are really needy, give relief as 
far as" they are able, and if possible pro- 
cure work. 

The association is independent of all

the C. 1). Hand will he put afloat proba- 
bly to-morrow after cleaning and some 
slight, repairs. Similar treatment is to 
be given the Mary Ellen, the next of the 
fleet going on the ways, while the 
last to follow her, the Ariel, will it, is 
understood, undergo quite an extensive 
going over. 

Yesterday the steamer Islander went 
on the Esquimalt marine railway to 
undergo repairs necessitated by her 
going ashore at Plumper I'ass some time 
ago. These were found to he quite ex- 
tensive;, consisting in the main of a big 
tear in the vessel's bull, extending about 
fifteen feet aft. Another rent appears 
amidships, and it is believed a number 
of plates will have to be removed, re- 
quiring a lengthened stay on the blocks 
before all is made good. 

After to-day's run the steamer City 
of Kingston will he laid up fur repairs 
and improvements, the Sehome taking 
her place on the run. The Kingston's 
overhauling will he received in Tacoma 
and will, it is expected, take fully a week.

EVILS OP THE POTLACH. 

To the Editor: — 1 desire to place he- 
fore vour readers a few facts with regard 
to the potlach. 1 emphasise the word 
facts and wish it to be understood that I 
am only referring to what I have ob- 
served on the north end of the Island, 
where I have lived seventeen years. 

On one occasion a woman returned 
from Victoria with Eeven hales of blan- 
kets. They were placed in a pile 
and she sat on this throne while 
men sang (if not her praises) 
applauding her action. These blankets 
were then distributed. 1 once counted 
thirty-two women in one month who 
embarked by the steamers to bring back 
the coveted blankets. In > y time about 
fifty women under 25 years of age have 
died, all of whom have been sacrificed to 
maintain the potlatch. Girls that I 
have taught in school have returned 
only to be nursed and die. Whenever 
a tribe ceased to potlatch the life of 
shame, which some of these women lead, 
practically cease. 

I have Often seen tribes leave their 
villages and remain at the potlatch in 
another village- three and five months. 
The aged and infirm are left behind 
and once in a deserted village 1 
found an old woman frozen to 
death and as hard as a stone. 
I have been applied to for poison to put 
such out of the way, because their 
friends (V) wished to "follow those who 
had gone oil' to the potlach. There can 
be no real progress in any direction 
while this system flourishes, and bo 
long as it lasts the natives acquire but 
cannot accumulate. An Indian trader 
is unknown in a potlaching village; 
they abound when this system is given 
up. 

The efforts of the Indian department 
to educate the Indians are beyond all 
praise. It is school versus potlach ; both 
cannot flourish. Our hope is that 
the school will undermine its op- 
ponent and that it will topple 
over. In this district there are 
two schools and the Indians from these 
two villages have been absent to-day 
ten weeks potlatching in two other vil- 
lages. There are no signs of their 
speedy return and the descried schools 
for a wdiile, at least, are second Pest. So 
much for morals under tin: potlatch. 
Now, how does this system affect the in- 
dustry of the province in general and the 
merchants of Victoria in particular. 

There are, as I have stated, assembled 
to-day in two villages, 800 Indians pot- 



latching. There they have been nearly 
three months and may remain live. 
This is the season to procure furs and 
oil. Have they (Say 201) able 
men among them) earned or produced 
$2 per day, i.e. 1 cent per man 
during this stay? I believe not. Now 
there are many tribes on the coast who 
have given up the potlatch, and from 
them I will mention three totalling also 
about 800— the Bella Bellas, the Kitkat- 
las and the Kincoliths. Will anyone 
dare to say these non-potlatchers will 
not produce this season ten times the 
value of furs produced by the S00 now 
potlatching? Probably litiy times more 
would be nearer the truth. 

By all means give the Indian his lib- 
erty. But there is little fear under a 
government which treats its aborigines 
better than any are treated in the world, 
that they will "ever lose that. The es- 
sence of the potlatch consists in this, 
that a few in every village terrorize over 
the many, and thus the law which for- 
bids the potlatch is not against liberty 
but license. It is in the interests of this 
province that we keep our Indians alive; 
they are worth preserving. What they 
generally produce is in addition to what 
our settlers produce. They occupy land 
the white man does not require. They 
love the white man, and 'heir ultimate 
future must be absorption and assimila- 
tion to the whites. 

Those who live in towns do not see the 
best of our Indians. There are nobler 
men among them than many are aware 
of.

VANCOUVER ISLAND RAILROAD. 

To the EniTon: — Railroad talk is the 
order of the day, so 1 cannot resist bring- 
ing to notice once again the Vancouver 
Island railroad, i.e., a railroad from 
Nanaimo to the north end of the Island. 
A few years ago I published a series of 
papers on this subject, some of the 
papers being printed in the sessional 
papers of the year. The government 
also caused a survey of the route to 
be made, the report being pub- 
lished in that of the Ministerof Mines in 
1895. The government became interested 
in the scheme until Mi. Kithet and 
others boomed the Canadian Western 
railroad, now the B.P.R.R., and so over- 
shadowed and swamped the Vancouver 
Island scheme, of which, however, the 
Vancouver Island to the north was to 
form part and first to be built. At the 
time it was generally supposed that the 
E. & N. R. R. would extend their line 
to Coinox at their own expense, thus 
leaving about two hundred and sixty 
miles to be built to reach Port Rupert or 
perhaps Hardy bay, a few miles beyond. 

The estimated cost by Mr. Orav for 
building this line was about $3,000,000— 
a sum at the time easily to be obtained 
by grants of land — coal lands and so 
forth. The building of the railway was 
a comparatively easy matter, but the 
difficult question arose, would it pay as 
a colonizing road combined with the 
traffic to Queen Charlottes Island, Port 
Simpson, the coast of the mainland 
generally, as also the wounderful archi- 
pelago of islands in these waters? Of 
course, at the time the truffle was small, 
but most people foresaw that it must be- 
come larger. What is it to-day? The 
merchants can answer this perhaps! 
Gold mines have been discovered in 
Alaska and our own country, 
considered to be uncommonly 
rich ; steamboats tilled with pas- 
sengers are constantly going to anil 
fro; settlement has increased on our own 
lands; population has rapidly become 
greater in the American possessions; 
coal and other minerals made sure of on 
Queen Charlotte island anil elsewhere. 
Altogether it is now a busy scene and 
certain to become busier as time ad- 
vances, and further discoveries made. 
Mr. Moore is wisely urging the govern- 
ment to assist tn open the interior by 
means of steamboats on the lakes there 
and a road from Lynn Canal, the United 
States government having, it is stated, 
granted bonding facilities. If then the 
Vancouver Island railway were built, it 
Would command a good deal of this 
traffic, for passengers would u^e it, to 
gain time and in preference to travel on 
sea water. 

Of course a town would spring up at 
its northern terminus, with steamboats 
plying thence to various places round 
about; settlements would spring up in 
various parts of the island as well as on 
the east and west coasts, with which it 
would have communication. Of course 
Victoria looks at these things with a 
local eye only. How much she would 
better herself is problematical. 

Then would it nol he wise to go in for 
this Vancouver Island railway ? It, would 
cost comparatively Utile, hi! not only 
immediately beneficial but increasingly 
so; would give us a strong hold on the 
coast trade, which otherwise there 
might be danger of losing; he of great 
utility as a means of facilitating de- 
fence, and altogether possibly of far more 
immediate importance than tin: project- 
ed British Pacific R. R. The one is 
within our means, the other probably 
not. The one can lie built in a short 
time and be profitable; the other will 
take yeats, with the possibility of its 
not being so beneficial. 

The one will go to the northern ex- 
tremity of the island, the other stops at 
Comox ; the first will require little if 
any assistance, the latter a vast sum of 
borrowed foreign money. Borrowed 
money is ruining the province — to goon 
borrowing, whether by the provincial or 
municipal government, she will Boon 
find herself in a position similar to that 
of Australia and other countries. Gov- 
ernments, like individuals, carried away 
by fancy, can and do make very bad 
speculations — humorously called invest- 
ments ! 

The subject, of the British Pacific rail- 
way deserves long and careful, not hos- 
tile, consideration, for it may lie a very 
desirable work; but it was decidedly 
wrong to spring it on the government 
during the middle of a session of the 
legislature. Did anyone hope to rush 
it through the house without giving due 
time for consideration ? 

Anyhow, to my mind, the Vancouver 
Island railway ought to take precedence; 
it is now or never with it; it must not 
be shunted— side-tracked. The B. P. 
R. R. will come in time, when perhaps 
it may be built more cheaply, or when 
the peoplo become moio numerous or 
encumbered with cash; in the latter

ROAD MAKING EXTRAORDINARY. 

To the Editor; — It has surprised me 
that attention has not hitherto been 
called to the new system of load making 
on Government streets. As exemplified, 
first pick up all the old metal remain- 
ing (which is a proper preparation for 
the new metal to be laid), then take up 
every eto.ie below that larger than your 
list, and 1 saw a man prying up a Htone 
of at least a cube foot— below the sur- 
face of the, Hlreet. A layer of large stones 
was of course originally laid as a foun- 
dation for the metal . This mischievous 
labor is followed by hauling away the 
stones — two men and a horse extra. Then 
spread a layer of new metal all over the 
surface, which, having plenty of holes in 
it, will require a great ileal more. The 
small stones will more quickly wear in- 
to the holes than the large, and there 
are sigiiB already. Never mind, men 
will sooner be wanted to repair the road 
again. 

The next step is to drop gravel all 
over the stone, which especially if laid 
after the roller has been over the stone, 
or between two layers of stone, iH mark- 
edly superfluous. iS'ow comes the tri- 
umph of the system, proem e a fourteen 
ton steam roller to travel over the 
stone backwards and forwards 
— backwards and forwards — until 
all semblance of a curve is lost. Then 
wind up by establishing a four foot 
gravel sidewalk outside, of the wooden 
one — by which you effectually choke the 
side channels which should be there to 
carry offquickly any surface water from 
the roadway. This is an era of progress I 
While this gilt-odgetl work is being car- 
ried on in Government street, 1 can 
point to roads over James Bay, notably 
Michigan street, Young street and Carr 
Htreet, full oi ruts, holes and mire— ut-

AUSTRIA AND GERMANY. 

Significance of the Visit of Count Goluchow- 
skl to Berlin — Britain and the 
Dreibund. 

Beui.ix, March 14. — All tho surround- 
ings of the visit of Count Goluchoweki, 
the Austrian minister for foreign affairs, 
to this city testified to its significance. 
William personally showed him the 
greatest consideration and closest atten- 
tion, of which the bestowal upon 
the Count of a decoration, the 
diamond studded cross of the Red 
Eagle, was only one proof. After 
the banquet tho Emperor William con- 
versed with the Austrian minicter for 
about an hour ami a half in private, and 
naturally everybody understands that 
the relations of tho Dreibund powers 
was the main subject of their conversa- 
tion. 

There is no doubt that the Italian 
crisis was discussed ami it number of itn- 
portanl dispatches were exchanged be- 
tween Berlin and Rome, during the stay 
of Count Oolucliowski in this city. The 
count of course refused to be interviewed 
during his stay, but the Associated 
Press correspondent learns front reliable 
authority that the main objects of his 
visit were attained and that in view of 
the weakening of Italy, the Austro- 
L-iernian understanding has been widen- 
ed so as to embrace armed assistance 
front Austria in the event of a French or 
Russian attack upon Germany. 

Germany will in the future adopt a 
more friendly attitude towards Great 
Britain, whose entente with the Drei- 
bund Austria regards as an important 
factor in the situation. Both Austria 
ami Germany regard the fall of Signer 
Crispi as being an irreparable loss, and 
it is admitted that the new Italian pre- 
mier, the Marquis de Rudini, is only 
passively friendly to the Dreibund.

Britisli'Troops Rejoicing Over the 
Prospecl of Another Fight 
With tho Mahdi. 



Plan of the Movement — Liberals and 
Radicals Protest Against 
the Policy. 



London, "March 14. — There is much 
rejoicing in the British army at the 
prospect of another campaign in the 
Soudan, in spite of the past experiences 
with the fierce, tireless troops of the 
Mahdi, and the recent defeat of the 
Italians by the Abyssinians. That a 
British Egyptian advance up the Nile 
from Wady-Halfa, on Dongola, has been 
determined upon, is no longer a question 
in doubt. All the British otlicers of the 
Egyptian army who have been absent 
on leave have been ordered to return to 
their posts immediately and a dispatch 
from Cairo announces that the Con- 
naught Rangers have already been order- 
ed to Wady Haifa. 

The proposed campaign has been im- 
pending for a year past, although it was 
undoubtedly precipitated by the crush- 
ing defeat of Gen. Baratieri at Adowa, 
which it is believed will have a depress- 
ing ell'eet upon the prestige of European 
arms and may consequently lead to an 
advance northward of the Dervishes, 
but the real reason for the campaign 
now being prepared at the British war 
office may be found in the hud that 
Egypt will never be secure from attack 
and disaster so long as the Malidist 
power remains unshaken. 

Although the relief of ICassala may be 
Hie outward object of the British ad- 
vance, the possession of the fertile re- 
gion about Dongola, which furnishes a 
wealth of supplies to the Khalifa, is 
what Great Britain is really after, and 
there is little doubt that an attempt to 
capture the Mahdi's stronghold, Omdur- 
ahman, will follow. The plan of cam- 
paign as submitted at the cabinet meet- 
ing held yesterday is that live black 
infantry battalions, seven Egyptian bat- 
talions and a large of artillery 
and cavalry, with about 100 British ofli"- 
cers, will compose the expeditionary 
forces. The same route as was taken in 
18S4 will be followed, but owing to the 
low water in the Nile the transport of 
ammunition and supplies must bo made 
by camels, of which a very large number 
will be required, ft is proposed to con- 
quer the Soudan, province by province. 
Dongola will be first taken, ami then a 
great deal will depend on circumstances. 
While the campaign is endorsed by the 
Unionists, the Liberals and Radicals 
loudly protest against it. 

Cairo, March 14. — The British 
Egyptian tmops, under orders to pro- 
ceed up the Nile it; the direction of Don- 
gola, will consist of 8,000 men. 

GERMANY IN AFRICA. 

Revelations in the Peters' Case Have an 
Adverse Effect Upon Colonial 
Extension. 

Berlin, March 14. — The Dr. Peters' 
exposure in the reichstag, resulting from 
the charges brought against the former 
imperial commissioner in Africa by 
Herr Rebel, has had a great adverse 
effect upon the colonial extension agita- 
tion. Dr. Peters is the head of the Col- 
onial Association, and one of the leaders 
of the agitations for a large in- 
crease in the strength of the German 
navy. A leader of the centrists 
has already announced that the revela- 
tions wili considerably modify ti.e atti- 
tude of that party towards the colonial 
policy of the government , adding that in 
future they will be unable to give the 
same support to it as hitherto. Dr. 
Peters is now drawing (50,000 marks 
from the exchequer yearly, and is saitl 
to be doing nothing for it, consequently 
people are all the more inclined to be- 
lieve the charges brought against him.

Herr Richterdeclared 
that Dr. Peters must be deposed from 
his position as president of the colonial 
society, claiming that he was now trying 
to curry favor in a high quarter by pro- 
moting the agitation for a big German 
fleet. Continuing, Herr Richter said 
that in the Eniin relief expedition Dr. 
Peters was nothing but a " brigand 
chief, like Dr. Jameson," and concluded 
with demanding that the colonial policy 
of the government, which he as- 
serted had been a failure 
in every respect, and which had 
diminished the esteem in which 
Germany was held abroad, should be 
contracted to narrower limits. Herr 
Rebel expressed the opinion that Dr. 
Kayser, as a director of the colonial de- 
partment, was not the right man in the 
right place, and Herr Luber saitl that 
he was gratified at the re-opening of the 
enquiry into the conduct of Dr. Peters, 
who he declared had shown himself un- 
worthy of the German name. 

THE IRISH IN PARLIAMENT 

Claim That They Are Determined to Force 
a War on the United States. 

London, March 14. — In parliament 
during the past week, there has been a 
remarkable renewal of Irish activity in 
the line of obstructii g the passageof dif- 
ferent measures, This lias called forth 
some heated remarks from certain news- 
papers. The .Saturday Review for in- 
stance says: "The avowed policy of 
both sections of the Irish parly, as re- 
vealed during the week, is to do every- 
thing in their power to force a war by 
representing that the increase in the 
navy is a menace to the Americans, 
whereas the naval programme was set- 
tled u pon in November."

ALL DANGER OVER. 

Perrine's Comet Leaving the Earth With 
All Possible Speed. 

Washington, March 14. — Observations 
made at the National observatory to- 
night of Perrine's comet, which was 
scheduled to strike the earth to-day, 
show that it is travelling away from the 
earth in a southerly direction very 
rapidly and is growing perceptibly 
fainter. It is still an open question 
whether the stranger is travelling in a 
parabolic orbit or in the direction of an 
elongated ellipse, as the difference in 
its travel in this respect from the 
last observation was too light to 
warrant any conclusion. In the latter 
case it will again return to view, but 
otherwise was beyond observation and 
became lost in space. Rough calcula- 
tions indicate that it will disappear in 
about a month. Observations at the 
government observatory will be con- 
tinued as long as possible, and early de- 
velopments may solve the vexed ques- 
tion as to which of the two courses of 
travel it is taking. 




THE ACTUAL MILEAGE. 

Of the Surveyed Railway Line From Coinox 
to Yellowhead Pass. 

In the synopsis of the crown lands 
survey report on the proposed railway 
from Vancouver island to Yellowhead 
pass, which appeared in the Colonist 
yesterday, it was printed that " the to- 
tal mileage of the main line from Comox 
to Yellowhead pass is placed at -177 , 
including the fifteen mile ferry." As may 
be seen from the details which followed, 
the figures should have been til!l}.j— 
which is the actual mileage by land and 
water of the line surveyed between the 
points mentioned. This is exclusive of 
the proposed twenty mile branch be- 
tween Barkerville junction and the town 
of Barkerville. The figures 477 inad- 
vertently usetl represent the mileage on 
the mainland from Waddington Harbor, 
at the bead of Bute Inlet, to the pass.
